Washington, November 16.—There is a 
lisposition in the administration circles to 
way but very little on the subject of Ha- 
waiian affairs, pemding the arrival of the 
aext steamer. It be the 
of all officials to say nothing further, al- 
though it is confidently asserted that when 
the news-from Hawaii arrives the position 
of the administration will be set forth in a 
favorable light. From those who are in 
jouch with the white house comes the in- 
telligence that the administration is disap- 
pointed that the conscience of the country 
has not been awakened in sympathy with 
the ug¢f, which is claimed by the adminis- 
tration to be one of justice and fairness. 
There has also crept into the department of 
state a feeling of doubt as to whether the 
provisional government will vield so readily 
to the mere suggestion of the minister of 
the United States as was hoped when he 
wag digpatched to Honolulu. 

It is Jearned that the forces of the pro- 
visional government, though small, are well 
organized and disciplined and most of them 
ure sharpshooters. It is said that there are 
2.000 picked men provided with arms in 
Hondlulu and enroHed in drilled companies. 
They have been trained for two months 
past as a safeguard against any royalist up- 
rising on the islands, since jit was realized 
that the provisional government must ce- 
pend on its own resources without hope of 
aid from the United States. com- 
panies are made up of white men largely, 
ond their morale would prove excellent. 
Kighteen rapid firing guns are included in 
ihe military equipment, the arms being 
Winchester rifles. Th's foree would be 
superior to what the men-of-war at Hono- 
Julu could put on shore. But no one seems 
to think that any resistance would be made 
should the marines actualiy be landed. 

HMardiy tias hat Authority. 

It is now pretiy well understood that 
Minister Willis is instructed not to land 
marines and adopt a policy of force, but ta 
confine himself to a conefiatory policy. 
There is not near so much faith as there 
Was a week age that a conciliatory policy 
will avail to induce the provisional govern- 
inept to vield to the restoration of the ex- 
queen, and there is excelent authority for 
saying that there has never been any in- 
tention of continuing ‘its suppor: to Liliuo- 
kalani after her restoraticn. The concilia- 
tory attitude towards the provisional gov- 
ernment, it was hoped, weuld induce it to 
sustain the restored quecn.

William Tf. Armsirong, of Hampton, Va.

T think President Dole would reply 
in substance, ‘First, what guarantee can 
you give of safety to us that will be made 
good by the United States? Second. how 
will you guard against a general massacre 
of the whites by the natives? Have you 
authority to insure the protection of the 
lives of the inhabitants now and in the fut- 
ure? Third. are you authorized to guar- 
antee the payment of the debt we hare 
contracted, if we resign the of the 
government? 

“I think then,”’ continue} Mr. Armstrong. 
“that Minister Willis will reply that he has 
no authority to make sudh a guarantee on 
bebalf of the United States. President 
Dole will then reply, I think. ‘Go back to 
your zsovernment and find out what they 
expect to do on these important points. 
We caunot treat with fyou until we 
know.’ ”

Washington, November 16.—l°or some 
reason the employes about the white house 
endeavored to maintain secrecy regarding 
the return of President Cleveland from 
New York this morning. It was so when 
he departed, was so while he was gone, and 
so il that strange and unwholesome 
rumors began to circulate. The majority 
of the rumors bad it that the president had 
gone to have a surgical operation performed 
—that his jaw bone was diseased. But it 
is scarcely probable that an ill man would 
truvel several hundred miles by night to 
have an operation performed when the 
surgeon could be brought to Washington, 
and thus save the disagreeable night jour- 
ney. It was said that Mr. Gilder, editor 
of The Century Magazine, came back with 
him, but if he did the fact cannot be ascer- 
tuined at the executive mansion. Immedi- 
aiely after the president’s return he retired 
to his private office with his secretary, Mr. 
Thurber, and all visitors during the early 
morning hours were denied cutrance. Ile 
begun the work at the white house as if 
much benefited by a day's rest from exec- 
utive toil.

THEY ARGUE FOR AN IMPORT DUTY. 


Free Coal and Iron Would Ruin 
Their Interests, They Say- 


MR. WILSON MAKES A SUGGESTION. 


He Says That Neither the Committee Nor 
the Administration Desires to Endan- 
ger Any of the Great Interests.

Washington, November 16.—The new 
south sounded a warning to the ways and 
ineaps committee today. It came from the 
mannfucturing interests of Alabama and 
Tennessee, whose representatives were re- 
fused a formal hearing by Ohairman Wil- 
son some days ago, but who today secured 
the privilege of making an informal argu- 
ment before the democratic members ot the 
eomunttee. As the delegations present 
were also democratic in polities the confer- 
ence was very amicable until near the close, 
when the chief spokesman of the south- 
erpers broadly intimated that if iron ore, 
coal, lumber, rice and sugar were all to be 
placed on the free list under a democratic 
administration “the democrats of the south 
might cease to kiss the band that smites 
them.” 

The delegations which today appeared 
before the committee is interested espec- 
jally in the iron ore and coal industries, 
the great manufacturing commodities of the 
south, and was composed of General Bush, 
president of the Mobile and Birmingham 
railroad, and of the Clifton Iron Company, 
Nat Baxter, Jr., president of the Tennes- 
seo Coal, Iron and Railroad Company; 
Colonel McEXroy. president of the Alabama 
Mineral Land Company; R. F. Moore, 
president of the Birmingham Commercial 
Club: F. Y. Anderson, land commissioner 
of the Alabama Great Southern railroad; 
Chappell Corey, secretary of the Birming- 
ham Commercial Club, and Dr. Willian 
M. Phillips, of the Tennessee Coal, lron 
and Rafroad Company. 

Mr. Bush acted as spokeman of the dele- 
gation. He declared that he believed it 
was not the intention of the democratic na- 
tional committee in Chicago, in framing 
its platform, to declare a policy which 
would prove ruinous to any of the great 
interests ot the country. Neither did he 
believe that it was the intention either of 
the president or of the committee to wil- 
lingly do any such injustice. 

“You can base your argument,” inter 
rupted Chairman Wilson, *‘on the hypoth- 
esis that neither does the committee nor 
the democratic administration desire to do 
anything to tndanger any of the great in- 
terests of the country.” 

“Tl am glad of it.” said the speaker.

Populists Decide to Work with the 
Jeflersonians in Alabama. 


KOLB MEN CALL A CONVENTION 


The Executive Committee Had Sev- 


eral Guests at the Meeting. 


NO COALITION WITH REPUBLICANS 


Captain Kolb Says He Has Friends Among 
Them But He Makes No Combina- 
tions—No Democrats Indorsed.

Birmingham, Ala., November 16.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The state executive committee of the 
Jeffersonian democrats met at noon today 
in this city, thirty out of the thirty-two 
members being present. At the same time 
and in the sume hall the state executive 
committee of the peopre’s party met. A 
dozen high-ranking republicans were also 
at the meeting. The meeting was private, 
nobody but interested parties being ad- 
mitted. 

After adjournment, however, the dele- 
gates did not hesitate to tell what was 
done. The populists locked arms with the 
Jetfersonians and will vote for Kolb to a 
man. Only one populist present showed 
any disposition to object and he was easily 
brought over. Mannin, secretary of the 
state populite committee, said, “we will 
support Kolb, because he is the best me- 
dium through which to work our reforms. 
We wis unite in supporting him and his 
state ticket.

Baroness de Roque visited ber daughter 
last about four weeks ago. but she bopes 
that the prison officials will suspend their 
rules aud allow her to see Mrs. Mavybrick 
again, now that she is HL Aithongh but 
little has been snid abont Lis «ciebrated 
ease during the past six months, the efforts 
the release of Mrs. Maybrick 
been abandoned, and infiu- 

being brought to bear on 
which her friends believe will 
her release within a _— short 
space of time if she does not die before she 
is liberated. 

Buroness de Roque, in her letter to Mr. 
Ingraham, speaks quite hopefully of secur- 
ing the liberty of her daughter. She writes 
that the last time she saw Mrs. Mavybrick 
she was cheerful, resigued, and seemed de- 
termined to bear her fate with Christian 
fortitude. The unfortunate prisoner can 
obtain no information of what is being dove 
in her behalf except when her mother, ac- 
companied by a prison guard, is allowed 
to talk to her twenty minutes. 

Mrs. Maybrick is employed in the kitchen 
of the prison at Woking, and, save when 
she is too ill to work. has little time to re- 
flect upon the wretchedness of her con- 
dition. Never since the trial. after which 
she was sentenced to be executed, has Mys. 
Maybrick been in such poor health as she 
has been for the past four months. 

Baroness de Roque’s hopes are founded 
on the fact that confinement in prison is 
killing Mrs. Maybrick. She believes that 
the Icnglish authorities will surely liberate 
her when they know that she is dying. 
Baroness de Roque does not expect that 
her daughter will be pardoned, but thinks 
that she will be quietly liberated. 

A celebrated criminal Jawyer of London 
Whom she recently consulted, told her that 
the English goveroment is slow to grant 
pardons, but that where a person who is 
thought to be innocent is sentenced for life 
or a long term of years, the prisoner is fre- 
liberated without formal process 
of law. He said that it was the policy of 
the English authorities to uphold the de- 
eisions of the lower courts and that when 
the courts made a mistake, it was quietly 
ignored until discussion subsided and then 
the prisoner was liberated.

Mrs. Kernaghal, Widow of the Victim of 
the Tragedy, Releases Her Lawyers 
and Will Goto Germany. 


Elberton, Ga., November 16.—(Special.)— 
At 10 o'clock this morning quite a large 
crowd of people had gathered at the opera 
house, which is .now being used as a 
courthouse, to hear the committal trial 
of the Martield brothers, who are charged 
with the killing of Richard Kernaghal 
November 10th. 

Promptly al 10 o clock 
took his seat. Sheriff J. S. Chandler, as- 
sisted by Bailiffs Carter and Stovall, 
brought the prisoners ‘before the court. 
The prisoners are handsome, intetligent 
Jooking young men. 

When the case was called by Judge 
Proffitt, the counsel for the estate, Colonels 
Tutt and Vaunduzer, stated to the court 
that while they had been employed by Mrs. 
Kernaghal to prosecule the case, they had 
just received a message from her to the 
effect that she desired to be released from 
the contract, and that they would with- 
draw as attorneys. Mr. Brewer, the so- 
licitor, being physically unable to proceed 
with the hearing. asked a continuance. 
The judge then appointed Colonels Tutt 
and Vanduzer to represent the state. 

The prosecution announced ready, Cvolo- 
nel Worley, of the defense, asked for a 
continuance on the ground that he had sev- 
eral withesses Who were away in South Car- 
olina and could not be had before December 
15th. Judge Proffitt overruled this motion 
and ordered the preliminary hearing to 
proceed, At this point Colonels Shannon 
and Worley announced that they would 
Waive a prelimiary investigation and as 
the case Was not a bailable one, the prison- 
ers would go to jail to await the investiga- 
tion of the grand jury at next March term 
of court. 

The jail here being unsafe, the judge 
ordered the prisoners carried to Athens 
jail and the sheriff left with them at 4:30 
oclock this afternoon for Athens.

When the circuit waa 
created there was but little business in our 
courte and comsequent.y it Was made very 
large. It now «ourpr.ses nine large counties, 
S.nce the creation of the cirenset i-t.gation has 
juereased to such ap extent one judge can- 
nec aow keep up wilh the busi- 
ness. In (nyur county atone Rev- 
en or eight weeks continuous = sitting 
of the super.or court ts nov sufficient to clear 
the dockets, and there are severa. other coun- 
ties in the circuit that require more than one- 
week terms. A great deal of this citigation 
being over jands and timber, the business 
chambers is necessarily conskicrabie. 
cannot get relief by transterring some 
the counties to other circuits, because the 
surrounding circuits are aready too large. 
The omy feasible plan is the establishing of 
a new circuit. I, therefore, introduced a bil 
establishing a new judicial circuit to be com- 
sed of some counties that are now in the 
frunswick and some that are now in the 
(hoonee judicial eirenit. For the purpose of 
Gupplying the deficiency that woud result 
by taking these counties fram the Oconee 
eireuit, L @iso introduced a bi.l to transfer 
the counties of Dooly and Houston to the 
Oconee circuit.

WHAT THE EX-JUDGES SAY ABOUT IT | 


They All Declare It Folly to Tack on An- 
other City Court—Mr. Martin, the 
Legislator, Talks o: It. 


The opposition to the movement for a 
third city court is taking on greater im 
petus as the days go by, and the leading 
citizens of Atlanta are talking out in meet- 
ing against further drainage on the public 
money for any such purpose. 

What was not fully understouw) at 
ginning is now clear as a noonday 
the eves of the people of Atlanta. 

They see that this thing of extalishing 
a city court every year would lead to ruin- 
ation. They see that with a court estab- 
lished only a few mouths ago it is entirely

to the taxpayers. 

The representative citizens of Atlanta 
who have been speaking against the move- 
ment for a third city court for the past two 
or three days through the columns of The 
Constitution have shown that it is folly to 


be going to such great expense to the tax- 
payers in these hard times just to saddle up 
another city court with its judge, its bai- 
liffs, its jurors and the like, to rum at an 
expense of about $70 a day. 

Prominent citizens, whe ought to know 
what they are talking about, continue to 
speak against this movement, and it is pow 
clear to the sober, thinking mind beyond 
the remotest shadow of a doubt that the 
great mind of the Atlanta pubic is made 
up, that the people all think one way and 
that way is against the. establishment of a 
third city court.

A Word from Ex-Judges. 

Colonel N. J. Hammond has already been 
recognized in the ranks of the opposition 
to a third city court. He has given his rea- 
sons clearly—so clearly that many of the 
prominent citizens from whom interviews 
are sought simply say, “I am with Nat 
Hammond. Anybody can see that he is 
right. He says it is unnecessary and shows 
it clearly; he tells how expensive a thiag 
it would be—that is enough.’’ 

When Colonel Hammond was seen by a 
Constitution reporter he said: “I realy 
have nothing more to say along this line 
than what I have already said. I think it 
unnecessary and unwise to be establishing 
any more divisions of the city court... I 
have told at length why 1 think so in the 
letter I wrote to The Constitution a few 
days ago. It would be a great and unueces- 
sary tax to the people to support the court.” 

Judge Hopkins is also Known as a-leader 
agaist the movement for a third city es 
tie has laid particular stress upon the fact 
that the court would cost the people a great 
deal, about $15,000 a year, and this wouid 
in ten years, be $150,000. He has shown 
all this to the people so plain and clear that 
they have no doubt about the correctbess 
of the position he has taken. 

Judge R. T. Dorsey is downright opposed 
to the establishment of any more city courts. 
Speaking of the matter yesterday he had 
this to say: “Those who favor the third 
court claim that it would relieve the courts 
of much of their overburdened dockets. 
They say that the courts of Atlanta have 
more than they can do and that the de- 
mand for more rapid trials is so great 
they would even ask the people of this 
county to be taxed in these hard times to 
crowd the courthouse with still another 
court. 

“That is about what is claimed. Very 
well, but let’s look into the matter. 1 am 
of the opinion that the superior court is 
really crowded with work. I believe the 
supe rior court needs relicf and 1 think i 
ought to have jit. But it could not get it 
With a city court established in addition to 
those We ulready bave there, as it could if 
the court had a direct assistant judge. This, 
of course, is contrary to the constitution. 
If you will examine the dockets of our 
courts you wfl see that the great cause 
that is flooding our courts with business is 
the tendency of present legislation which 
allows damage suits to be brought from any 
county in the state to Atlanta for trial. 
These cases are thus thrown broadeast on 
the dockets of our superior court here, al- 
though they are properly the cases of other 
courts. Now. would it be fair wo the tax- 
payers of this city and county to pull more 
taxes out of their pockets to support a 
court tO run at greut expense to relieve 
those we already have? Would it not be 
more just for the e xpenses of that court to 
be eXpPenhses of the st: ite, since the business 
that crowds us is business from other coun- 
ties ? If it is business from the stute at 
large ought not the cost of running the 
court be paid by the state at large? The 
proper remedy is to straighten out this ten- 
dency of legidation. It vs ‘ould be wrong to 
muke the ruxpuyvers of this eounty suffer 
to run a court they had no. need 
for themselves, and whose work would be 
the handling of cases from cther coun- 
ties.

The Bears Concennrate Their Forces on 
That Stock Causing a Sharp Break. 


COTTON AND WHEAT BOTH TUMBLE, 


While Provisions in Chicago Sell Still 
Lower — The Export ofCotton for 
October Larger Than Last Year. 


NEW YORK, November 16.—The departure 
for Europe of Assistant Treasurer Conrad N. 
Jordan, accompanied by ex Secretary of the 
Navy B. F. Tracy, revived the reports which 
were current some time ago in Loudon that 
the governMent was negotiating for $100,000.- 
600 joan in Engiand. Aithough promptW de- 
nied at the subtreasury, where it was stated 
that Mr. Jordan was on leave of absence to 
attend to private business, the incident was 
used to bull the market, the prospective bond 
issue Deing accepted as favorabm® to higher 
ispeculative imalnes, A vovering movement 
was the result, and there wag also some buy- 
ing for the iong account, which imparted a 
strong tone to the early dealings. It did not 
take long. however, for the street to revixe the 
improbability of the ‘bond story, and then the 
traders took the other s'de of the market. 
Rumors unfavorable to Genera! Electric com- 
ing to hand, that stock was hammered down 
4 per cent. It wag first stated that the com-

4 House Bill Granting Unique Authority 
to Judges. 


DULL. DAY IN THE LEGISLATURE 


A Bill Passed to Compe! Railroads to Settle 
Up Promptly in Cases of Overcharge. 
The Routine of Both Branches. 


While a pretty fair quantity of routine 
business was transacted jn the house yes- 
terday, there was very little of it of 
general interest or importance. From both 
points of view a bill introduced by Mr. 
Martin, of Fulton, probably took prece- 
dehee among the new business. 

The purpose of the bill is to autuorze 
judges in the city aud the superior courts 
to exercise a certain amount of discretions- 
ry power in modifying yerdicts 
in damage cases.

The next bill read was by Mr. Boynton, 
vf Calhoun. It was for the repeal of the 
act reqtliring all cpeoarigh weights and meas- 
ures to be verified and approved by the or- 
dinary, and in case of fallere the dealer to 
forfeit the legal right to collect any = ac- 
counts based on goods sold by such weights 
or measures. 

The author of the bill explained its pur- 
pose, stating that in over forty counties the 
standards had been ost and consequently 
the law was a dead letter. These standards 
were made by only one house in the country 
and Gost nearly $200 a set. 

Mr. Boynton also cated attention to the 
fact that almost any debtor could by taking 
advantage of the law evade an honest obli- 

vation. On a vote the bill was passed. 

Next on the calendar was the bill by 
Mr. Hilt, of Meriwe ‘ther, obligating solici- 
tor generals in criminal cases to name the 
date upon which he expects to prove the 
crime was committed, and if this day dif- 
fers from that named in the indictment it 
may be ground for continuance at the op- 
tion of the court.

With a number of amendments, principally 
r“ative to the technical specifications for 
elections, the bill was put to “a Vote and 
passed. 

The next bill read was that of Mr. Ash- 
burn. of Dooly, granting authority to the 
mayor and aldermen of the town of Rhine 
ty reculate the liquor traffic there carried 
on. This bill wes passed without opposi- 
tion. 

Two bills by Mr. Pate, of Dooly, Now. 518 
and 521. were next on the calender. The 
author was absent and a motion was made 
to reecommit ‘these «measures. This) was 
agreed to.

MAJ. J. J. TOON DEAD. 


An Old Landmark Passes Away Yester- 
day Morning. 


HIS DEATH WAS RATHER SUDDEN. 


He Came to Atlanta 
Sketch of His Lie—He Wasthe Father 
of T'he Christian Index.

morning, just as the 
flush of the new day was beginning to covor 
the eastern horizon, the spirit of Major J. 
J. Toon was ushered into eternity. 

The announcement of his sad death will 
be read with sorrow, not only in this city, 
where the latter portion of his life was 
spent, but his friends all over the state 
will be pained to hear of the sudden and 
unexpected passiug away of this good man. 

Only a few days ago his tall and erect 
fizure was seen along the streets, and his 
apparent good health was the occasion of 
remark. His friends approached him on 
the subject and his reply was, “yes, 1 am 
feeling very we indeed.” 

Major Toon was one of the old land- 
marks of Atlanta. He was proud of the 
city of his residence, and took a special de- 
light in tracing his career back to the days 
of the war. It was the hand of L’rovidence 
that led him to Atlanta, aml as the city 
grew up around him, from the waste and 
ashes of General Sherman's march to the 
sea, he beg a strong attach- 
ment for the city of his adoption. 

This attachment continued until the day 
of his death. The good traits of the city 
was his favorite theme of conversation, 
and he dwelt on these so constantly that 
he seemed to absorb them all. They be- 
came literally a part of himself, and no one 
ever saw Major Toon without thinking of 
him to a certain extent as the historian of 
ad that was interesting in the life of this 
city. 

His death occurred yesterday morning at 
his residence on the corner of Gilmer and 
Courtlind avenue. The end came suddenly, 
though peacefully, at 5 o’clock. and the 
career of Major Toon, after seventy-five 
years of useful living, was at an end. 

His Las. Lilness. 

Major Toon had been ill for 
days prior to his death. 

He was never a robust man, but his tall 
and commanding figure indicated an excel- 
lent preservation, due to the cawmful and 
precise reguiarity of his life and habits. 
He was temperate in all things, and was an 
early riser. He believed in the old adage 
that night was the time for sleep, and the 
hours that nature allotted to repose were 
rarely, if ever, spent in dissipation. 

In addition to his erect carriage, the 
long, White beard of Major Toon added to 
the dignity of his appearance. Wherever

Major Toon was bern in Will 
county, mn the Shuie of ‘Tennessee, Ol 
od of Mareh, 1S1S.

0! Major ‘Toon was spent amid the lavish 
and opulent civilization of the old south.

terse and entertaining writer, a perfect

‘This literary taste was the chief essential 
characteristic of Major Toon throughout 
his entire life. He wrote many articles 
for publication even in his <> age, his fa- 
vorite subject being horticuliure, “and at 
the time of his death was writing a series 
of articles to be published in the maga- 
zines of the north. 

At the breaking out of the war, Major 
Toon was a resident of Charleston, S. ¢, 
In 1862 the family refugeed to Atlanta, 
while Major Toon himself went out to the 
frout in the cause of the imperiled eonfed- 
eroacy. After the war he se ‘ttled in Atlanta 
and continued for a number of years to 
reside this city. 

He founded the Franklin printing house 
ond published the first issue of The Chris- 
tian Index, which is now one of the lead- 
ing denominational papers in the south, 
He sold out, however, to Mr. James P. 
Harrison, and shortly afterwards be: van to 
edit The Commercial dvertiser. “his, 
on account of failtneg health. which pre 
vented lis active attention, he afterwards 
sold out to Mr. Jared W nittaker.
